However, with thesetwo 
suppressed movies of the Oswald New Orleans arrest, I do establish that the FBI 
edited the originals and returned copies. There must be a reason. I think the reason 
may be established in what ary detected in the Martin before he gave me the prints. 
There are unidentified people in them and one aaems to be giving OsweM a signal. 

It is my own belief that the view of Oswald in this film, over his rigjit Moulder, 
lakes him look different than in any other shot I’ve seen or have. 

I have for some time now had a manuscript I call COUP D’ETAT. I will soon 
be making additions to it. I deal with all three assassinations. What you have 
developed on Cana da-Sneyd- Ray could be a valuable addition. How about it? I have 
what may be exculpatory evidence, on tape, and expect more, egardlesss of fee 
trial. I think we should* have that all at one point, ready and assembled and, if 
possible, published. If we should have learned mything about trials in which there 
is or may 2 federal interest, it is not to expect them to come off as scheduled, 
even if they might.
